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Says the New York Sun of April 
lith: “As the result of extensive 
inquiries made by Bradstreet con- 
cerning the number of workingmen 
employed throagbout the country, 
and the wages they are receiving, 
the conclusion is reached that at 
this time there are at least 400,000 
more industrial employes at work 
than in 1885, and that wages have, 
on the whole, together with full 
time now, as against reduced hours 
of labor then, brought the receipts 
of labor generally, to the level of 
1882-’82. In some instances they 
have been advanced still higher. 
In 1885 the decline in the number 
employed from 1882, when the pros- 
perous season Sof 1879-’82 was at its 
hight, had been 350,000; so that 
there isa net gain in five years ef 
50,000, or nearly 15 per cent.”’ 

The leading trades show a de- 
crease from 1882 to 1884 of 190,000; 
and an increase from 1884 to 1878 of 
210,500. The total actual number 
in 33 cities inquired into were in 
1880, 1,260,000; in January 1885, 1,462, 
000; in March 1887, 1,857,000. Of 28 
leading trades in which wages de- 
creased from 1882 to 1885, wages 
have increased since 1885 in 24, In 
the others wages have held their 
own. 

“On the whole,’’ says the Sun, 
*‘the facts indicate that the long era 
of dullness, caused by the steady 
fall in prices since 1873, bas come to 
apn end, and that we are entering 
upon a season of activity which, to 
the American mind, seems the nat- 
ural and healthy condition of busi- 
bess,

An Illinois 
delegation made up of De Witt 
Smith, M. W. Duabam, J. F. Stu- 
debaker, J. L. Ellwood and Samuel 
Dysart, bas arrived in Washington. 
Mr, Campbell, of lowa, Mr. Foster, 
of the Obio State Board of Agri- 
culture, and representatives from 
other States are also in Washing- 
ton. The live-stock men will ex- 
plain their purpose and ask the 
Chief Magistrate to attend and

Another Provocatien. 
Paris, April 21. 

M. Scbhnaebeles, special French 
Commissary at Pagny Sur Morsells 
depot, has been arrested by the Ger- 
mans. Thearrest promisesa profound 
sensation, and it is feared may lead to 
unfavorable results. 

La Faris calls it “another provoca- 
tion,’ and asks if Bismarck is seeking 
a caaus belli, 


The Germans requested Schnaebeles 
to set up one of the ag which mark 
the frontier line. The Commissary 
crossed the boundary and advanced a 
few yards on German soil, when be 
was seized by the German police 
agents, who were disguised in gray 
blouses. He knocked the agents down 
and escaped back to French territory, 
but was again seized, handcuffed and 
sent to Metz, where he was placed in 
the prison in which accu persons 
are placed before trial. 

The warrant for his arrest emanated 
from the public prosecutor at Metz, 
who acted under instructions from 
Strasburg. The French prosecutor at 
Nancy has gone to Pagny to inquire 
into the affair. 

Most of the Paris evening papers 
make no comment on this incident. 
Liberte says it is expedient to refrain 
from comment until Germany sbaill 
have explained the occurrence. 

The Government will not complain 
to Germany of the arrest of Schnae- 
beles until full inquiries have been 
made into the case. The lntransigant, 
of which Henri Rochefort is editor, is 
the only paper that is rabid in its com- 
ments on the affair. The other Paris 
papers are modest in their references 
to it. Later dispatches confirm the 
statement that Schnaebeles was ar- 
rested on French territory. Flourens 
will await the result of a minute in- 
quiry on the spot before demanding 
reparation from Germany for the ar- 
rest. 


‘Benwuiy, April 22. 
It is announced that the arrest of 
Schnacbels was ordered by the Judge 
who had been conducting the inquir- 
ies into the treasonable practices in 
Alsace-Lorraine. 


Want an Explanation. 
PaRIs, April 22.

The following instruction to 
County Superintendents of Schools 
bas been issued by State Superin- 
intendent Dovey: 


To Superintendent of Schools— Dear 
Sir:—Your attention is called to the 
provisions of the new school law with 
reference to cases in which there are 
two or more school districts included 
within an election precinct, viz: ‘In 
all cases where there are two or more 
school districts within the same elec- 
tion precinct, wherein trustees were 
not elected by each separate school dis- 
trict, at -the general election of 1886, 
there shall be at each of said districts 
an election for school trustees, on the 
second Saturday of May in each year 
at each school-house of said districts. 
They shall be elected for one, two and 
three years respectively and their suc- 
cessors shall be each elected for aterm 
of three years, and shall take their of- 
fice on the first Monday in June suc- 
ceeding their election.’’ This is the 
only case requiring an election to be 
held during this year.
